Vast Expanse Beyond Earth 
194 Quadrillion Miles 
in Diameter 
Computation Result of Study 
on Density of Stars at 
Lick Observatory

Numerous other estimates of the 
sidereal universe diameter range from 
6100 parsecs to more than 90,000 par- 
secs. (A is an astronomical 
unit roughly equal to nineteen tril- 
lion miles.) Maxwell's figure of ap- 
proximately 10,000 parsecs inclines 
toward the smaller of the estimates. 

tion of the problem in- 
volved is: The sidereal universe is 
com of probably more than 
1,000,000,000 stars. They occupy po- 
sitions in space such that the uni- 
verse assumes the shape of a thin 
watch. The Milky Way, a luminous 
belt of stars visible to the naked eye, 
forms the outline of the great cir- 
cle. The sun, earth and other plan- 
ets occupy a small spot somewhere 
near the center of the circle. 

It has been impossible to measure 
the Milky Way by direct computa- 
tion because of the t nee 
of the stars, but with the aid of 
the spectograph an indirect method 
has been devised. This hinges on the 
relation of brilliance of light to the 
distance it travels before reaching the 
eye. Brilliance of light is inversely 
proportional to the square o° d- 
tance i* travels. In other words, a 
light moved twice as far away from 
the observer's eye will appear only 
one-fourth as brilliant. 


DISTANCE OF STARS 


With this physical law to work 
upon, the distance of stars can be 
uted by obtaining a measure of 
their brilliance as seen from the 
earth and their absolute brilliance 
or magnitude as it would appear at 
a standard distance from the earth. 
The difference between these two fig- 
ures gives sufficient data for find- 
ing the distance of the star. 
Maxwell is believed to have reached 
a greater distance from the earth 
than has previously been reached in 
the section of the sky he studied, 
with single stars as objectives. He 
successfully photographed the spec- 
tra of stars as far away as 5000 par- 
secs, approximately 96,000,000,000,- 
000,000 miles. At that distance he 
finds that the Milky Way thins out 
and comparatively few stars are ob- 
servable. On the basis of these ob- 
servations, he believes that the si- 
dereal universe probably ends not 
far beyond.

“Button-Pressing” Program 
Decried by Secretary 
Views Set Forth in Newly 
Published Article 
Federal Body and Revolving 
Fund Advocated | 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14. ()-—Hold- 
ing that farm aid should be based 
ca firmer foundation than 6 “press 
the button at Washington” struc- 
ture, Secretary Jardine expressed be- 
lief today that the agricultural situa- 
tion can be improved best by farm- 
ers organizing on a large scale and 
adopting strong business policies. 

Setting forth his views in an ar- 
ticle prepared for the Farm Journal, 
published at Philadelphia, the Agri- 
culture Secretary advocates creation 
of a Federal farm board and the pro- 
vision of a revolving fund to assist 
farmers in the undertaking.

National Park Director Mather that she 
shall carry out her part of the Raker agree 
ment, San Francisco puts herself in the 
position of dne who, having made a con- 
tract and received its benefits, welshes on 
paying the price mutually agreed on. The 
government gave San Francisco the use of 
immensely valuable land in Hetch-Hetchy 
under the city’s agreement to build the 
necessary roads in the valley. The amount 
required, as estimated by the Director of 
Parks, is $1,628,500—a sum which to a dis- 
interested observer would appear small 
enough in comparison to the enormous 
benefits received. It is doubtless true that 
the sum is considerably larger, by reason 
of the valley’s development, than it would 
have been had there not been so many 
years of delay in putting through the water 
project. But that delay can hardly be called 
the fault of the government. 

In view of the city’s efforts to evade this 
obligation to the government, the latter's 
hesitancy in granting San Francisco the 
coveted permit to build a bridge across the 
bay ts understandable. 

The contention of San Francisco that she 
should not be called upon to pay for high- 
ways which will directly and chiefly benefit 
her—even though she did agree to do so— 
is justified, from her standpoint at least, 
by many years of precedent. 

Ever since the present system of allocat- 
ing State highway funds went into effect, 
Northern California has paid something 
like a third of the total of these funds and 
has received something like two-thirds of 
them for the building and maintenance of 
her highways. Of the 6629 miles of State 
highway in California the counties south 
of the Tehachapi have 2500 and those north 
of it 4129, notwithstanding that Southern 
California has three-fifths of all the auto- 
mobiles n the State. San Francisco county 
has 72,325 automobiles and pays 16.6 per 
cent of the highway tax. Los Angeles 
county has 421,017 automobiles and pays 
40 per cent of the highway tax. The ter- 
ritory immediately tributary to San Fran- 
cisco gets back roughly half of all the high- 
war funds and that tributary to Los An- 
geles gets back roughly one-fourth. Every 
gallon of gasoline purchased in Southern 
California to operate Southern California 
automobiles contributes to the upkeep of 
northern highways in the ratio of forty- 
one to twenty-five. These figures are based 
on the 1926 report of the State Board of 
Baqualization. | 

But this is by no means all. In addition 
to paying two-thirds of the total. highway 
bill of the State—and getting one-third of 
it back as our share of roads and mainte- 
nance—Southern California has spent enor- 
mous sums of its own raising in independ- 
ent highway-building and upkeep. There 
are few communities of any considerable 
population south of the Tehachapi which 
are not paying interest on road bonds voted 
by themselves as part of road districts 
voluntarily formed for self-improvement 
and for the benefit of motorists at large. 
This has been made necessary because the 
bulk of our own State highway tax con- 
tributions has gone to build northern roads. 

Under the circumstances the anguish of 
San Francisco at having to pay a highway 
bill of her own 
help from anybody is comprehensible if not 
creditable. 

The only real cause for surprise is that 
some plausible argument has not been 
devised to make Los Angeles responsible 
for part of the cost. 


EEING 

Bishop William Manning, militant and 
eloquent churchman, in a sermon delivered 
in Paris, attacked modern morality with 
fervor and earnestness. He paints a dis- 
tressing picture of human frailty. Trial 
marriages and other silly proposals, advo- 
cated by charlatans of the lecture platform 
and writers seeking notoriety, came in for 
his heaviest verbal barrage. Yet, even 
admitting that his basis of argument 
is sound and confronted with the figures 
that tell an amazing disregard for the 
marriage bond, it is debatable, if there is 
really any occasion for panic. For, after 
all ts said, it is but a slender minority who 
have been led away from the well-worn 
paths to wander about in the maze of false 
promises and broken Illusions that make 
up the new cults and new theories of moral 
conduct. 

Another angle of the picture is presented 
by a report made by Miss Laura Clark, lec- 
turer in home economics at the University 
of California. Miss Clark says that more 
women will leave the home in years to 
come to take up gainful occupations be- 
cause of changed living conditions at the 
fireside. The home, Miss Clark says, is no 
longer a place where “fascinating industries 
are carried on” and opines that four-fifths 
of the industrial processes native to the 
American home of 1850 have departed nev- 
“How long will the woman 
of today, who has had an active girlhood, 
filled to the brim with duties and pleasures, 
be content to remain an agreeable parasite 
in the home of her husband?” she asks. 
“Current opinion indicates she will again 
pick up the threads of interest which she 
had before marriage and make her original 
occupation her life work, or if she went 
from school direct to marriage she will 
choose and train for a new vocation.”

gion and altogether the world is climbing 
upward. The world today is a succéss, 
men live longer, are better clothed, better 
taught, have more leisure, more pleasure 
than ever before. 

Let us heed the great militants, for they 
are the watchmen on the tower that keep 
out the foes that are ever at the walls. But 
when they sound their battle cries let us 
remember that the condition which they 
have in front of them, which they see in 
a close-up, is not general. Because the 
growing world is getting better we have 
more watchmen on guard at the frontiers 
of civilization. But let us not make our- 
selves unhappy in worrying over problems 
that men and wome solve for themselves, 
each in his own way, with due regard for 
the rights and opinions of other men and 
all women. 


WEEDLEDUM AND TWEEDLEDEE 

The acrobat of the yellow press has at- 
tempted another of his difficult balancing 
acts and again he has fallen between two 
stools.

In his Seattle Post-Intelligencer Tweedle- 
dum Hearst quotes with round-mouthed gus- 
to in a boost editorial the following sen- 
timents about Los Angeles: 

“Southern California never can be a 
great industrial center. The advantage of 
oil in Southern California will disappear. 
Coal kor power would have to be shipped 
long distances. There ig a limit to the 
amount of hydroelectric energy which can 
be developed in that territory, while here 
(in Seattle) it is almost limitiess.” N 

This doubtless comes very well from the 
Seattle Tweedledum for northwestern con- 
sumption. But it may be a little difficult 
for the Los Angeles Tweedledee to explain 
it to his Southern California readets.

It may be that, like 
Rider Haggard's rabbit, which dreaded the 
snake in the hole less than the clubs and 
guns of man, Alex decided that the canni- 
bals of the island would be kinder than a 
jury of his peers. It is also possible that 
he knew riches and beauty of the is- 
land and ded it would be a good spot 
to take a vacation. 

However, the fact remains that Dr. 
Schmidt's report has increased our suspi- 
cions of Selkirk, shattered our confidence 
in the reliability of press agents like DeFoe 
and even brought us to distrust the gentle 
poet Cowper, who lauded the lonesome 
“monarch of all he surveyed,” informing the 
world how sad Alex was because he feared 
he would never more hear the sound of a 
church bell. As a matter of cold fact Alex 
meant to make himself king of the island, 
marry the chief's daughter, remain in the 
southern paradise until he grew weary of 
the king business and then return to Scot- 
land and be “cock o' the walk.” Maybe 
that’s why he crew s0. 


EGAL INDIGESTION 

The total approved measures that have 
gone ugon the statute books of the State 
because of the work of the last Legislature 
number 898. The number that died in com- 
mittee, were defeated on the floor or died 
by the pocket veto more than doubled that 
figure. 

Critics stand bewildered by the number 
of new laws and the intricate mazes into 
which they lead. Perhaps the most pertt- 
nent objection to this mass of legislation 
lies in the byrden it imposes on the al- 
ready heavily taxed departments charged 
with carrying out the provisions of any new 
enactment. 


Every new law means more work for the 
agents of the State. It devolves upon that 


its force of officers or neglect other duties. 
The new laws mean more work, in most 
instances, for the judiciary, from the trial 
courts to the court of last resort. With 
dockets already bulging with unsettled and 
unheard cases this fact should be a warn- 
ing against cramming our statute books with 
trivial acts that are only regulatory in et- 
fect. To those struggling under a mass of 
litigation each new law imposes an added 
responsibility. Each new law demands 
study and work for some one in order that 
its reason for existing may be justified. 

And each new law, be it ever so trivial 
and even sometimes silly, is costly. It is 
costly to enact and to enforce. Frequently 
the less important it is the more trouble it 
causes. And, aside from cost and work, 
the more laws we have the more restricted 
is our life. 

That few and simple laws are best and 
most easily enforced is just ag true now 
as in Justinian’s day. Under our system it 
seems that each new State Legislature con- 
venes with the avowed intention of setting 
up a new record of laws passed. 

We are suffering from legislative indiges- 
tion.

Across his 
crime-darkened skies Czolgosz 
heard that solemn bell after he 
shot McKinley at Buffalo. Are the 
years ever long enough to muffle 
the ringing of that bell, the bell of 
remorse? Hear Shakespeare in 
“Richard the Third:” 


“My conscience hath a thousand 
several tongues, 

And every tongue brings in a sev- 
eral tale; 

And every tale condemns me for 
a villain.” . 

Who rang that bell in Shake 
speare’s day? Who rang it in Ne- 
ro’s day? Who rings that bell in 
Wilthelm's troubled dreams over in 
Doorn? It’s the same bell that 
rang that bloody night in the Sis- 


| kiyou tunnel. Who would not give 


millions, if he had them, to hush 
the ringing of that bell? Does it 
ring automatically? Or does some 
mystic hand among the shadows 
keep it ringing? Let modernist, 
fundamentalist, scholar, scientist 
or occultist tell us about that bell. 
Who made it? Who rings it? And 
how long has it been ringing? Hear 
the great bard again in “Henry 
the Sixth:” 


“Suspicion haunts the guilty mind; 
cer.” 


Hugh De Autremont’s terrible con- 
fession goes on to say: “Then we 
got out of here and fled into the 
night.” Long ago a Hebrew tried 
hiding in the night. Later he said, 
“The darkness hideth not from 
thee.” And after his crime in the 
palace he heard the tell-tale bell 
that rang again so many centuries 
later in the Siskiyou tunnel. “Then 
we got out and fied into 
the night.” Of the betrayer of our 
Lord it is written, “He went out 
and it was night.” It is always 
night when one goes out from hon- 
or, from truth and from love of 
=e kind and from love of one’s 


In life and death there is a sky- 
wide difference between guilt and 
innocence. This difference is not 
the creation of science, philosophy 
or theology. It is in the soul’s ir- 
resistible reckoning. It is tolled 
out in the ringing of “that bell.” 
Put over against the shudder of 
the three scared boys as they “went 
out into the night” among those 
western hills those words of our 
clean-souled Whittier as he sings, 
“When the night is falling:” 
When on my day ot lite the night 

is falling, 

And, in the wind from unsunned 

spaces blown. 
I hear far voices out of darkness 
calling 

My feet to paths unknown, 
Thou, who hast made my home of 

life so pleasant, 

Leave not its tenant when its 
Walls decay; 

O Divine, O Helper over- pres - 
ent, 

Be thou my strength and stay.“ 

De Autremont said, “I saw our 
pictures.” They seemed to look out 
upon the fugitives from every- 
where. Guilt is an expert adver- 
tiser. It has an uncanny way of 
making pictures that betray. In a 
schoolhouse in the Middle West 
there was a great blood splotch on 
the floor. It was left there from 
the old county-seat war days. Two 
men had fought and one was slain. 
Efforts had been made to remove 
the blood marks from that floor, 
but the stain was deep. At last an 
ax was used to chop it out. But 
this hacked spot in the floor was 
a constant remindeguf the tragedy. 


minder to the people that another 
place of worship had to be found. 

Nothing is so costly as remorse. 
Guilt is a terrible taskmaster. It 
does not exact a pound of flesh 
only, but all that is left. That was 
a fearsome sentence uttered by 
Anne of Austria to Richelieu. We 
can almost hear it yet; “My Lord 
Cardinal, God does not pay at the 
end of every week; but at the end 
He pays.” The boomerang of jus- 
tice flies into the fugitive’s face 
just as he thinks he is safely round- 
ing the corner. Just as you thought 
you had “put something over,” 
some strange, invisible hand seizes 
that bell and rings it again. In 
nights and days, in sun and storm 
it rings, and ripgs—and rings 
again. The engineer was dead in 
that Siskiyou tunnel, but bis mur- 
derer says with a shiver on his 
scared soul, “that damn bell kept 
ringing.” 

Remorse {s the stuff out of which 
the deepest and darkest trageries 
of life and literature are woven. 
Lowell, in his “Legend of Brittany,” 
tells the Siskiyou tunnel story of 
Mordred and Margaret. The set- 
ting may be different, but it is the 
same stifling stuff in every place 
and in every age. It is the insani- 
ty of crime that it seeks to hide 
crime with crime. Lowell tells us 
that after Mordred’s first crime 
against Margaret he slew her and 
tried to hide the stiffening corpse 
under the church altar. But the 
ghost of his dreadful deed would 
not down. A strange bell rent the 
silences everywhere. Mordred had 
never, heard of the Siskiyou tun- 
nel. But be heard the bell that 
kept ringing. It was pitched in

Mothers are convinced that the 
baby must have milk in some form 
in his daily diet in order to grow 
and develop as he should.

First because milk contains every 
element for sustaining and nourish- 
ing life. The baby takes it alone for 
at least five months of his life and 
flourishes on it. It contains protein 
(the right kind)—the one essential 
element needed to repair and rebuild 
the body cells—the new ones which 
are added as the child grows, and 
the old ones which are broken down 
and need rebuilding and repairing. 

It contains minerals, chiefly um 
(calcium —n to make the 
child’s teeth white, shining and 
strong and to give strength and rig- 
idity to the bones. Without the right 
minerals the bones remain soft, and 
bend or are crushed out of shape, 
while teeth crumble and decay. 

The cream on milk is the finest 
form of fat. The active child needs 
this fat so that he may add fat to
